Barkley’s resolution now goes to 
the House. Barkley predicted on 
the Senate floor that prompt action 
2 be taken in the other cham- 

r. 

No Record Vote. 

There was no record vote on the 
resolution, which will require the 
signature of President Roosevelt if 
it is passed by the House. A sub- 
stantial volume of “noes” was heard, 
but opponents of the proposal were 
plainly outnumbered. 

Shortly before final approval 
Democratic Leader Barkley agreed 
to a request by Republican Leader 
McNary (Oregon) that the inquiry. 
include complete costs data on 
TVA projects as well as costs al- 
located to power facilities. 

McNary complained Western 
power projects, including Boulder 
and Bonneville Dams, provided for 
the return to the Treasury of all 
costs of power facilities and inter- 
est charges. 

This was not true of TVA, Me- 
Nary said, adding that Congress 
and the President were said to have 
spent “more than $500,000,000 on 
TVA” and earlier projects in the 
valley. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
protested against the Senate-House 
inquiry, saying that in his service 
he had never known such inquiries 
to be successful. 

Senator Frazier (Rep.), North 
Dakota, supported Borah’s plea, 
but the Senate agreed to the Bark- 
ley proposal. 

Earlier Agreement. 

Earlier all Sente groups seeking 
an investigation agreed on the 
resolution. 

Bridges said the compromise 
resolution included eight of 23 
charges which he originally had 
made against the T V A and which 
Barkley and Senator Norris (Ind.) 
Nebraska had omitted from their 
proposals. 

Speaker Bankhead said the in- 
quiry should be conducted by 
“fair, impartial, courggeous men.” 

“That,” he said, “is the kind of

A HURT AT MEETIN 
OF PHILADELPHIA BUND 


Pickets Storm- Hall and Start

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.— 
An anti-Nazi crowd stormed a 
meeting of the German-American 
bund last night and turned the 
gathering into a riot. More than 
20 persons were injured in the fist 
fighting in the small hall until 
riot squads arrived. 

William Scull 
said he was told the rally was in- 


tended as a celebration of Hitler’s 
seizure of Austria. Wilhelm Kunze, 
Bund leader, was a speaker.

As police separated the partici- 
pants in the fight, members of the 
Citizens’ Anti-Nazi Committee pa- 
raded in the street with signs 
reading “Down with Hitler and 
his U. 8. followers.”

Kunze in his address referred 
to the picket8 who had stormed 
the hall as belonging to “subver- 
sive minorities.” 

“Our principles,” he said, “are 
against atheism, for religious free- 
dom, and against subversive inter- 
nationalism.” 

He said the Bund uses the sign 
of the Swastika because “it is the 
best way to hold 100,000 members 
together.” 

Kunze denied that the meeting 
was in celebration of anything. 
“It was scheduled merely as a 
stated monthly meeting.

He Wrote Pamphlet for 
Ohio C. of C. Transpor- 
tation Foundation.

WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Sen- 
ate investigators of railroad fi- 
nances. heard testimony today that: 
railroads helped finance the distri- 
bution of “educational” material in 
Ohio schools, 

Samuel 8S. Wyer, Columbus (O), 
consulting engineer, told the Senate 
Railroad Finance Committee he 
was employed in 1928 by the Fuel- 
Power-Transportation Foundation 
of the Ohio Chamber of Commerce 
to prepare for school distribution 
material dealing with public utili- 
ties and railroads. 

“All this propaganda you put out 
as coming from an impartial and 
independent source, whereas it was 
being paid for in part, at least, by 
the railroads and public utilities,” 
Committee Chairman, Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana asserted. 

“That is correct,” Wyer replied. 
Wyer said, however, that he 
was not paid by the railroads. He 
said he contributed his own funds 
to carry on the work “after the 
money was stopped.” 

Wyer testified that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Co. paid $37,500 for 
pamphiets he prepared for use in 
Pennsylvania schools. He said the 
pamphiets did not show that the 
railroad financed them, but that 
“many educators” 
source. 

The investigators put in the rec- 
ord a letter Elisha Lee, Pennsy)- 
vania Railroad vice-president, wrote 
to other railroads in 1928, propos, 


ing a plan for financing the Ohio 
foundation.

“It 
is reasonable to say tnat Congress 
as a whole is trifling with demo- 
cratic liberties, abandoning its own 
prerogatives, and causing the con- 
stant increase of executive power 
through its own inaction. 

“This is not the fault of the 
Chief Executive. It is the fault 
of Congress. If we asserted our 
representative powers, if we gave 
the American people definitely re- 
sponsible government, either lib- 
eral or conservative, nothing at all 
could stop us.

List” of Reichstag Candidates? 

BERLIN, March 25.—In the Ger- 
man plebiscite, April 10, on Aus- 
trian union with Germany, “ja” 
(yes) voters will have a circle the 
size of a half-dollar in which to 
mark their X.“ while nein“ (no) 
voters will have a circle only as 
large as a dime. 

The official Reichs Gesetablatt 
today disclosed the form of the 
ballot for the plebiscite and for 
greater Germany’s Reichstag elec- 
tion. 

The question reads: “Are you 
in t with the reunion of 
Austria th the German Reich 
accomplished March 13, 1938, and 
do you vote for the list of our 
Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler?” Hitler's 
name is printed in heavy black 
letters. 

Austrian soldiers will ballot only 
on the question of reunion, while 
German soldiers will not vote.

Roosevelt. at Conference 
Makes Clear Proposal 
Would Apply to Other

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., March 25. 

President Roosevelt said today 

the American proposal to give 


asylum to political refugees in Ger- 
many and Austria also applied to 


oppressed minorities in Russia, 


Spain and Italy and any other 
country abroad. 

He added that it was designed 
to help all groups seeking to get 
out of troubled lands—Jews, Cath- 
olics and Protestants, that no leg- 
islation was required to accomplish 
the purpose, and that it was in line 
with domestic policy that goes back 
to 1789 when the United States held 
itself out as an asylum for polit- 
ical refugees. 

The President talked to report- 
ers as he sat in an open car in 
front of a press cottage. 

 §Similar Situation in 13848. 

The President nodded in agree- 
ment when a reporter asked wheth- 
er the refuge proposal applied 
to Italy, Russia and Spain or any 
other country. 

He said a similar situation arose 
in 1848 when there were uprisings 
in Europe against monarchies. 

As to Hull’s proposal inviting 
nine Huropean and all the Amer- 
ican nations to set up a commit- 
tee to study the present day prob- 
lem, he said it was designed to 
get private money to help op- 
pressed peoples move to other 


lands.

HULL’S PROPOSAL

Speaking in this East Prussia 
ec t im the first of 14 speeches in 
the campaign for the April 10 pleb- 
iscite on the annexation, he de- 
clared “the Powers cared not 
whether Austria was economically 
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doomed nor that her deaths far . 


exceeded births.” 

“Blood is thicker than laws,” Hit- 
ler continued. “What wonder tha 
the Austrians looked ever more 
lengingly across the frontier!” 

His schedule calls for appear- 
ances in several Austrian towns, 
The tour will end with an address 
at Vienna the day before the vote. 

Making his first visit to Koenigs- 
berg in two years, Hitler was re- 
ceived with the usual ovation: He 
arrived by plane at 5 p. m. He 
passed down a street draped with 
flags and lined for four miles with 
crowds which had been gathering 
all afternoon along with Nazi for- 
mations and soldiers. 

Hitler’s right-hand aid, Field 
Marshal Herman Wilhelm Goering, 
is sailing down the Danube from 
Linz to Vienna, where in a speech 
tomorrow he is expected to disclose 
the Nazi program for developing 
Austrian economic resources. He 
is echeduled to make at least four 
other speeches in Austria. 


Prelates Advise Catholics to Vote 
“Yes” in Austria.

VIENNA, March 25.—All Catho- 
lic parishes in Austria will receive 
communications advising that Cath- 
olics vote “ja” in the plebiscite April 
10 on Germany’s annexation of Aus- 
tria, Dr. Jacob Weinbach, secretary 
to Theodore Cardinal Innitzer, an- 
nounced. today. 

Cardinal Ianitzer is Archbishop 
of Vienna, ranking Catholic prelate 
in Austria, 

Catholic leaders generally felt 
optimistic over the prospect of co- 
operation between the church and 
the state. They were pleased by 
the statement last night of Joseph 
Buerckel, German organizer for the 
voting, who demanded Austrians 
“render to Caesar things that are 
Caesar’s and to God things that are 
God's.“ 

Dr. Weinbach said the status of 
the Austrian concordat with the 
Vatican still was uncertain. 

“We believe the concordat still 
is in force because there has been 
no announcement to the contrary,” 
he said. “We do not know whether 
it will be replaced by the German 
concordat or whether, possibly, the 
Austrian concordat will serve every 
provincial agreement between one 
portion of the German Reich and 
the Vatican.” 

Asked whether Austrian priests 
still were in prison, Dr. Weinbach 
said, “Yes, and we have been un- 
able to free a single one up to 
now.” 

“If there are disagreements here 
and there between the church and 
the party it does not mean one side 
or the other is to blame,” Buerckel 
told 30,000 cheering persons in an 
address opening the plebiscite cam- 
paign. “It means that both have 
acted wrongly. 

“National Socialism should con- 
cern itself with the people, and the 
church with the health of souls. 
If both are of good will this task 
will be accomplished. 

“T am pleased to say that the 
bishops next ‘Sunday will issue a

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SUICIDE IN VIENNA. 

Probably no one will ever know how many of those 
politically or racially in disfavor with the new Nazi 
regime in Austria have chosen self-destruction as 
the only way of escape from degradation. Hundreds 
of suicides have been reported; the Nazi authorities 
of Vienna say that “only 50 were directly connected 
with the change in the political situation.” 

A few names have been mentioned in the news. 
Maj. Emil Fey, Minister of Defense under Dollfuss, 
took his life after killing his wife and son. Odo 
Neustaedter-Stuermer, Minister of Public Welfare 
in the same Cabinet, also committed suicide. Egon 
Friedell, world-renowned historian and scholar, is 
another on the list. Not named and not computed 
are the scores or hundreds of plain citizens. The 
sudden increase in Vienna's Jewish death rate alone 
from 24 to 102 per day, according to one report, 
reflects part of the city’s tragedies. 

That is the side of the Austrian picture that now, 
in all its grimness, supplants in the headlines the 
jubilation of the Nazi supporters as Hitler marched 
into Austria. The tragic situation now has moved 
Secretary Hull to propose that 29 other governments 
join the United States in enabling Austrian and Ger- 
man political refugees to start life anew in other 
countries. If such a plan can be made effective, 
fresh hope will be brought to the desperate and de- 
spairing in Vienna.

State Department's strategy is described by capital observer as a “nucleus of realism 
in huge circle of idealism that shrinks and widens with events; objectives are in- 
ternational recovery and peace, but moves toward this end are adapted to the 
changing world scene and to the necessity of placating pacifists and isolationists.

HE present foreign policy of the United 
T states—a continental nation separated 

by thousands of ocean miles from armed 
or embattled peoples of Europe and Asia— 
may be described in two ways. It is a nu- 
cleus of realism in a huge circle of idealism 
that shrinks and widens with events. It is 
a passive plan for world peace that changes 
form according to the nature of the ob- 
stacles it meets in advancing. 

That change of form with reference to dif- 
ferences in obstacles makes our foreign pol- 
icy comparable to the President’s domestic 
policy as he stated it in the days of the na- 
tional emergency of 1933. Mr. Roosevelt 
told those gathered at one of his early press 
conferences that his strategy in attacking 
commodity prices was like that a football 
team would employ. .He said: 

“Tt is a little bit like a football game that 
has a general plan of moving against the 
other side. Now, the captain and the quar 
terback of that team know pretty well what 
the next play is going to be, and they know 
the gerieral strategy of the team; but they 


cannot tell you what the play after the. 


next play is going to be until the next play 
is run off. If the play makes 10 yards, the 
succeeding play will be different from what 
it would have been if they had been thrown

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They often extol the blessings of democ- 
racy and attack the denial of personal lib- 
erty under dictators.

the 1935 show was launched, Bern- 
ing related. 

In spite of rainy weather, it was 
attended by 175,000 persons, not in- 
cluding 50,000 school children ad- 
mitted free. Paid attendance had 
been estimated in advance at 200,- 
000, and based on his figure, the 
association had offered $39,000 in 
premiums, as much as any show in 
the country, and $20,000 more than 
the national show.

An advance sale of 50,000 tickets 
at 45 cents each has been closed. 
Cash admissions at the gate will 
be 77 cents for adults, including tax, 
and 32 cents for children. 

Besides Berning, those directing 
the show are Carl Giebel, manager, 
and Fred H. Meinhardt, his as- 
sistant. President of the associa- 
tion is Ludwig Baumann, city land- 
scape architect. Co-operating in 
the show are garden clubs and as- 
sociations of florists, greenhouse 
producers, gardeners and nursery- 
men.

DANGER IN TRUCKING 


Chairman Louis J. Menges of the 
legislative Uniform Motor Vehicle 
laws commission said yesterday 
that the State’s enormous for-hire 
trucking business is in danger of } 
becoming a monopoly in the hands 
of about 80 companies. 

Pointing out the huge amount 
of business done by trucks, Menges 
aid that at 41 hearings the tom- 
mission found: 

More than 50 per cent of live- 
stock handled in the Chicago Union 
Stockyards is hauled f farms 
by trucks; 244,114 trucks, trailers 
and busses were licensed in Illinois 
in 1937; more than 300,000 men were 
employed as drivers and helpers on 
those machines; 8,000,000 tons of 
coal were transported from mine 
to consumer by trucks in 1936; 
more than 96 per cent of all milk 
is hauled to cities by trucks; 1056 
Illinois coal mines are served en- 
tirely by trucks; 89,263,010 pounds 
of butter and 2,447,606 casés of 
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eggs were hauled into Chicago by 
truck in 1936.

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Paintings and Sculpture to Be 
Displayed Tomorrow in 
New Exhibit Chamber. 
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A new period room at City Art 
Museum in Forest Park, for the 
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Spain gave to a Franciscan sister- 
hood about the time Columbus dis- 
covered America. 

For the opening of the room the 
museum has assembled a note- 
‘worthy exhibition of paintings, 
sculpture, and decorative arts of 
the period, borrowed from several 


dealers and collectors to supple- 


ment the museum’s own store of 
Spanish art. 

The new room, on the south side 
of the building, just east of Sculp- 
ture Hall, completes the recon- 
struction of galleries on the perim- 
eter of the building, begun sev- 
eral years ago with installation of 
the English and French period 
rooms. It occupies the greater part 
of what was formerly designated as 
Gallery 13. In the remaining space 
of that gallery two foyers have 
been constructed at each end of 
the long Spanish room, They are 
connected by a corridor lined with 
recessed cases for the exhibition of 


There are five principal decora- 
tive elements in the new room, a 
ceiling of inlaid wood; a wood 
frieze, polychromed and decorated 
with pictures of knights, soldiers 
and arms; a wide plaster band, be- 
neath the frienze into which a lace- 
like ornamentation has been 
worked in relief; a plaster arch- 
‘way, similarly decorated, and two 
huge ceremonial wooden doors, 
which extend from the floor to the 
ceiling at the east end of the room. 

To complete the setting a red 
tile floor has been installed and a 
low marble fountain, from which 
a fine spray falls into a shallow 
pool, has been placed in the center 
of the room. Walls of the room 
and of the adjacent foyer have been 
painted a light neutral gray. 

The ceiling is a geometric ar- 
rangement of small pieces of pine 
forming a series of eight-point 
stars. The wood, except for a stain 
which somewhat darkened its natu- 
ral color, is unfinished, but there 
are traces of a silvery metallic lus- 
ter in five deep recesses from 
which, presumably, lamps were sus- 
pended. 

Frieze on Dark Background. 

Decorations on the frieze are car- 
ried out in soft grays against a 
reddish brown background, but 

there are touches of bright green 

and orange in the costumes where 

human figures appear. Above and 

. below these paintings there is a 
conventionalized floral design run- 
ning the length of the frieze. 

Star-shaped motives, similar to 
those in the ceiling but more elab- 
orate, are employed in the plaster 
band beneath the frieze. The pat- 
tern was developed by molding the 
plaster and completing the delicate 
finishing touches by carving. 
Usually this plaster work was deco- 
rated in bright color, but the only 
color remaining in the example at 
the museum is an occasional trace 
of blue. 

The ponderous doors are of a 
type commonly used by the Moors 
in Spain and North Africa. Against 
a dull red background there is an 
arabesque in black and white. Each 
door has a smaller door cut in its 
lower part to provide a passage- 
way which made unnecessary use 
of the full doors except on cere- 
monial occasions. 

Grills in Archway. 

Additional daylight is admitted to 
the room through wooden grills in- 
stalled on each side of the arch- 


rolis, the Election Board announced 
today.

GUILTY OF NIGHT CLUB KILLING 


John Thompson of Braggadocio, 
Mo., Gets 10-Year Prison Sentence.

Gray 
died Dec. 25, 1936. 


Youthful Killers Taken to Prison. 

ROCKFORD, III., March 25. — 
Gordon Malm, 19 years old, and 
Delora Wayne Montgomery, 16. 
were taken to the Joliet prison 
yesterday to start sentences im- 
posed for the killing of Malm’s 82 
year-old grandfather, Martin Pear- 
son. Malm, who inherited the vic- 
tim’s estate of $7500, was sentenced 
last week to a 25-year term after 
he pleaded guilty. Montgomery was 
convicted by a jury and sentenced 
to 14 years. Pearson was strangled 
last December during a $40 robbery.
